thick clouds began io maſter like armieg 
for battle, the winds inſtantly grew into 
-a ftorm, and the ſea into mountains of 
waves, whilſt we reeled from fade to fide, 
and all hands were too few to keep the 
| hip in order, and altho' we pumped in- 
ceſſantly, the waters prevailed” in our 
hold, and every man, in whole face ap- 
peared the viſible apprehenfions of death, 
00 : began 
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began to cry for mercy; efpecially when 
they were informed that a leak was ſprung 


in the ſhip, chat it was s impoſſible, te 


. 

I now began to think myſelf We Jo- 
nah in the ſhip, and that this puniſhment 
happened to the reſt for my fins, Every 
man endeavouring to ſhift for himſelf, 
not to be behind hand, I leaped off the 
deck, thinking to have reach'd the boat 
that was flung out, but came ſhort; yet 
being a good ſwimmer, I got at laſt into 


it, but not without much difficulty, and 


was no ſooner in, but another leap'd upon 
me, and then another, 'till the boat was 
as full as ever it could bear, when We 
were forced, for ſelt - preſervatian, to put 
off, and leave a great number behind us, 
and committed ourſelyes to the mercy of 


the ſca, which play'd with us like a tennis 


ball, teſſiog out boat from one wave ta 
e iometimes mounting up. as if

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would waſh us in the clouds, then fk 
down again as if it would bury us in the 
fands. I very much feared the old pro-

but when we all thought ourſelves in the 
very jaws, of death, and were without 


any manner of hope, the wind tacked | 


ahout, and brought back a ſhip that had 
over -run us: This was unqueſtionably 
digitus dei.

and we as much as was in our power to- 
wards her 3; but the wind ble w hard, and 


che inſulting ſea; that bas no pity, roſe. 


high upon us, ſo that we were forced to 
lade the water out of the boat with our 
hats. It was ny chance to fit on the 


weather ſlule; fain would I have ex- 


changed my place, but ſuch compliments 
are uſeleſs in a ſtorm, and had I been a 
much better man, nobody would have 


roſe to nnn me his place. 
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We now began to deſpair again, for, 
with all our endeavours we could not 
reach the ſhip, nor ſhe us, although ſhe 
hung on the lee to retard her courſe, 
Thus our pregnant hopes brought forth 
nothing but wird and water, for the ſhip 
rode on furiouſly bcfore the wind, and 
we came after in purſuit of her, as ſlowly 
as if a hedge-hog had been running 
againſt a race - hoi ſe: ſo that we who were 
juſt before flattered with great aſſurance 
of ſafety, were now confounded with the 
certainty of periſhing. In my opinion, 
It, is better to have no hopes at all, then 
be diſappointed i in them, and the puniſh- 
ment of Tantalus is doubted by touching 
what he cannot taſte, That martiner who 
ſecing a fatal neceſſity for it, is contented 
to dic ina tempeſt, would be exceedingly 
troubled to periſh in a haven. In this 
very condition we were, having. a ſhip 
near us, but could not board her for ſtreſe 
of weather, fo that ruin attended us,

"though, this was an cyit! in its g5rn/nature, 
vet accidentally it. became our benefit, | 
for not ſeeing; our, danger we underfiood 
t not, but redoubling our ſtre ngth, we 
brake through the waves, and 3, the A- 
ſiſtance of a light which wWas in the ſhip, 


we directed our couiſe truly, and now 


did we find we were very near her. A 
ſoon, as we touched her on the lee-fide, 
the ſeamen, with the ieſt in the boat, be- 
ing more dexterous in the art of climbing 
than myſelf, never regarding their ex- 
i'd piitoner, whom they - ought. to have 
token chargg f, got all up into the ſhip 
in a moment, leavipg me alone in the 
boat. By good hap'they th ew me out a 
rope, Which oncs had like to deprive me 


of my life, bat was now the preſerying of 
it, which 1 ketdeco to keep the boat from 
goiog oc, and mylelf from ſinking wir 
it, 


„ --- 
_ For it was: half Full of water, aud the 
Waves daſh'd it 10 violently againſt the 
ſhip ſide, that every ſtroke brought me 
don, and I Was like to be drown'd in the 
boat. It Was enough to vex any man to 
be in ſuch a condition, and was like that 
of having ſwam ſafely over a large' river, 
and then being drown'd in a bowl-diih, 
But at Taft I got on board, and being once 
more ſecure within the ſtrong wooden 
walls, my fears and cares variſhed, for 
as I had nothing but life to loſe, and that 
being ſaved, I thought I ought to bleſs 
God, rather than repine as others did, 
who made great lamentations for what 
had periſhed in the ſea, which in my opi- 
nion was as ungrateful as it would have 
bren for a wan, who was raiſed from the 
dead, to complain that his winding-ſheet 
had received ſome damage in the grave. 


THE ſhip, into which we were now 
got, was bound for the Canaries, the 
Vor. II. = wind 
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vind Ab very fair for .that-voaſt, 
The ſecond night after our deliverance, ' 
about ten o'clock, having ſet our watch, 
we laid ourſelves down to reſt, with the 
thoughts of much ſafety and ſecurity; 
but it was otherwiſe decreed, for about 
one o'clock, we were, forced to uſe all 
hands aloft, a moſt terrible ſtorm begin- 
ning to ariſe, and the wind blew ſo fu- 
riouſly, that before morning we loſt our 
bow ſprit and mizen; e duiſt not bear ö 
the leaſt ſail, but let the ſhip drive whes | of 
ther the wind and waves plated, and be- 
fore the next night, we could not encure 
our remaining maſts ſtanding, but were 
neceſſitated to cut them from the board. 
'T bus we were tumbled up and down for 
four days and as many nights, contending

ſtruck ſo violently againft a rock, that the

An kd we freak: ourſelves: but 
at a little diſtance from the ſhore, and 
he ſea ebbing, left the ſands almoſt dry, 
ſo getting firm footing, we adventuted 
over them, and wandering about, at laſt 
eame to a ſmall houſe, the maſter where- ; 
of was ſanding at the door, we addreſſel 
ourſelves to him in Engliſh, but he an- 
ſwered in Spaniſh, à language none of us 
underſtood; whereupon, with as much 
Latin as I could muſter up, I made him 
acquainted with our misfortunes; which 
net only made him pity us, but dre 
tcars from his eyes, promiſing to ſupply 
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us with the beſt entertainment he bad, 
which conſiſted tor the moſt part of Ola 

de Podrida, being abundance of herbs 
mirced and boil'd together, with a ſmall 
quantity of meat, ſerved in the ſame kind; 
yet we, at that time, thought it luxuri- 
ous cating, and expreſſed a great many 
thanks, , eſpecially when he brought us 
a a flaſk of- Wine, which refreſhed our 
lg weary, and weather beaten ſpirits. When 
se had continued here a day and à night, 
we deſired to take our leaves, that we 
might paſt to the next port, tiere, if poſe 
able, to find a paſſage for England: But

tolerable lavery, of which I could ex, 3 
pect no end but death, which made me 
plot for my | eſcape, but fm ing /it im- 
poſſible, ſeeing I had eyes coatinually up- 
on me, and underftanding that the coaſt | 
was watched, and myſelf every night > 
locked up cloſe pfiſoner, however, know- = 
ing my tyrant to be very covetous, and | 
| if he could bave made as much of me 7 
dead, as living, he had not cared how 

| | | | | ſoon 
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. have hanged. myſelf, or cue 
my throat, or perhaps he, would have 
done it for me. I pretended, as, indeed 
how could I do otherwiſe, much diſ- 
content, looking often very "wildly, pro- 
teſting I whuld- rather die a thouſand 
deaths, than ſerve ſo cruel a mafter; and 
one dy after offering to cut my throat, 
when I knew I was watch'd, my jailor 
had notice of it, and adviſed- to ſell me 
ſpeedily, or I would certainly make away 
with myſelf, who therenpon ſold me to 
a Greek, and he being inwardly a Chriſ- 
tian, though in that barbarous place, he 
durſt not publickly profeſs his religion 
I quickly found my condition altered, 
for I was now treated with much mild- 
neſs, which made my work eaſy tone; 
with him I lived till I found an oppor- 
tunity to make my eſcape in diſguiſe to 
ſome Portugueſe ſhips, that lay in the 
road 'and came to redeem flaves, with 
theſe I got 18 into Portugal; but being 

deſtitute 
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dedtitute of money there, and friends, 
I entered myſelf on board an Eaſt- India 
man, in which we failed with fo e | 
ous a gale, that in a-very ſhort time we 
arrived 'in vi view, of the fort of Div, but 
ſeeing ſeveral- veſſels laying: before: that 
fort, firing againſt it in an Fottiſ®man-. 
ner, we ſhaped our courſe to Goa, where 
we arrived in ſafety. From thence we 
failed; to the river Lvgor ; juſt as we were 

| entering its mouth, we ſaw ea great Junk 


coming upon us, which perceiving us to 
be few in number, and our veſſel but 


ſmall, fell cloſe with our prow on the lar- 
board- ſide, and then thoſe who were in 
her, threw into us great cramp-irons, 
fixed to two long chains, where with they 
grappled us faſt to them; which they had 
no ſooner done, but incontipently about 
ſeventy or eighty Mahometaygs ſtarted out 
from under the hatches, who, till then, 
had laid lurking there, and pouring out 
their ſmall _ ſhot upon us, clapp'd us 
1 Ly aboard 
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aboard in an inſtant. Thoſe who knew. 
what it was to. be ſlaves to the mercileſs. 
Turks, leap'd into the ſea, whercof I 
was one, We were not far from land,. 
ſo that it was not long be fore myſelf, and 
five or fix more, who to eſcape the dan- 
ger of our enemies, had thrown our 
ſelves into the ſea, and afterwards waided- 
up to our waiſts in mud, got ſafe toſhorey- 
and hid ourſelyes.in a wood that was near; 
there was ſcarce one of us but had re- 
ceived ſome hurt, and being now without 
any help, we could not forbear unman- 
ning ourſelves fo far as to weep and be- 
moan our hard fates. In this deſolute 
place we ſpent the remaining diſmal part 
of the day; but conſidering, that the 
place was mooriſn, and full: of venemous 
creatures, we betook: ourſelves to the 
 Owze, fianggng therein up to the middle. 
In the morning, by day · break, we went 
along the river ſide, till we came to 4Rͤ 
little channel, which we dared not croſs:

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not knowing its depth, and for fear of the 
lizards, plenty of which we faw therein, 
ſo that we wandered about *till we were ſo 


wearied, and hungry, that we were not 
able to 2 one 7 farther. 


Taz next morning awaking, * of 

our company lay dead, ſo there was only 
one remaining to bear me company, I 
now- again thought my condition worſe 
than if I had been hung at tyburn, ſur- 
rounded by a full jury of fellow ſufferers, : 
My companion and I with tears, ſang _ 
the dirges of our departeq fliends, ex- 
pedcting hourly our own diſſolution. Their 
bodies we covered with a little earth as 
well as we could, for we were then ſo 
feeble that we could ſcarce ſtir or ſpeaks. 
In this place we reſted ourſelyes, intend= 
ir g to bear our friends comparyf in their 
eternal reſt.
